New York, August 22.—The Rev. Ash- 
bury A. Wheedon, a Methodist minisfer, 
aged 57 years, and Mrs. Anna Moffett, 
the 18-year-old bride of Charles W. Mof- 
fett, of 545 Bergen street, Brooklyn, 
have returned to the home of Mr. Mof- 
fett, after having been missing’ since 
last Thursday. 

Moffett had asked the police to send, 
Out a general alarm for his wife and the 
minister. When the couple returned 
the husband was at the Life Line mis- 
sion, in Brooklyn, conducting religious 
services. 


Ordered to Return by God. 

“We were ordered by the voice of God 
to return home,’ said the Rev. Ashbury 
Wheedon to a reporter. ‘‘We ald not 
elope, aS was generally peiieved. I took 
Mrs. Moffett away because she said she 
was unhappy with her husband. She 
told me he was ¢ruel to her. 

“We have not lived in the same house 
since we went away last Thursday, but 
we have been within easy communica- 
tion with each other. Mrs. Moffett did 
not leave her room on Thursday night, 
as was supposed. For two nights § she 
siept in an é¢mpty room at the top of her 
husband’s house. 

“She did not wish to be near him. 
Then she told me that she could. not 
stand such a life any longer, and asked 
me to take her away. I did so, and am 
sure I can give a satisfactory explana- 
tion to her husband why we went away. 

BWoth Heard Divine Call. 

“It was a remarkable thing, tne way 
in which God told us to return. | called 
Mrs. Moffett up by telephone and told 
her that God had dirécted me to 
to return to her husband. She said that 
God had also sent a like message 
her. I instantly went to her and we 
have returned.’’ 

To a reporter this afternoon Moffe 
said his relations with his wife were 
merely platonic, and expressed the be- 
lief that Wheedon’s relations with her 
were of like character.

Until She Forswears Solid 
Democrac, 


NO NEGRO DOMINATION 
IN 1OTH AMENDMENT 


Taft Says Honest Disfranchisement 
Is All Right and Will Make the 
Negro a Voter — Roosevelt 
Would Be Delighted if 
South Turned to Re- 
publican Party. 


Lexington, Ky., August 22.—With a dis- 
cussion of the race problem and of gen- 
eral political issues, and with an appeal 
to Kentuckyians and other southern 
men to come to the aid of the republi- 
can party in support of those principles, 
which he belHeved they favored, Secre- 
tary of War William H. Taft today open- 
ed the republican state campaign in this 
city. Calling attention to what he called 
the south's lack of repreeentation, in the 
councils of the nation, he declared that 
this was true ‘because one single Is- 
sue has made it the perpetual tail of 
the democratic party, so that, however 
Small the northern head it wags that 
tail. : 

“The south has permitted the shadows 
of an  igsue that circumstances ought 
long ago to have removed from political 
controversy to bind it solidly to the 
democratic party, no matter what prin- 
ciples or candidates that has 
adopted.’’ 

He called attention to the prosperity 
of Kentucky, its developing industries 
and agricultural wealth, and expressed 
the belief that Kentuckians who fa- 
vored a protective’ tariff had blindly 
voted the democratic ticket because of 
the feeling of the race issue.

So Banker Schiff Says of the 
Financial Qisturbance 


ROOSEVELT NOT TO BLAME 


He- Says Tremendous Development 
Has Brought About Capital Re- 
quirements in Excess of the 
Ability of the Country to 
Supply — Everything 
Will Be All Right. 


New York, August 22.—Jacob H. Schiff, 
the banker who is at Bar Harbor, Me., 
is quoted in a published interview on 
the financial and business outlook as 
saying: 

“To blame the federal administration 
for difficulties in which we find our- 
selves is both thoughtless and unjust. 
Even if the excesses which the great 
prosperity of recent years has had in its 
wake had been permitted to continue 
until checked, before long a situation 
would have developed probably far more 
difficult and serious than the _ CFisis 
through which we are now passing. 

‘In the first instance, it is a result of 
the tremendous railroad, industrial and 
commercial development of the last ten 
years, and which has brought about cap- 
ital requirements largely in excess of 
the ability of the country to supply. 
Europe, finding itself in a similar poSsi- 
tion to the United States, has been un- 
able to extend us any considerable 
credit or to place at our disposal surplus 
funds. such as has been its wont to in- 
vest so largely in American Securities 
in times of depression. 

‘*Moreover, it has been to a great 
tent overlooked that the Russian-Japan- 
ese war and the San Francisco earth- 
quake have destroyed an enormous 
amount of wealth, which sooner or later 
had to make itself felt. Nor has the fact 
that both Japan and China have now 
entered into competition for the surplus 
capital of the world been ore suffi 
cient attention.. - S| 

“No other remedy for this stata ot at- 
fairs appears to be possible than at least 
a temporary reduction in our activities 
until the-country's capital and credit 
facilities again have reached a point 
sufficient for its volume of business.

WANTS BOYS CLUB 
FOR ATLANTA 


Thinks Many Boys Might Be 
Rescued From the 
Streets. 


Rev. Howard L Crumley is very much 
interested in the formation of a boys 
club in Atlanta, where the youth of 
this city can get the advantages of boy- 
igh associations of a healthful and help- 
ful nature. Mr. Crumley has the fol- 
towing to say.of his plan: 

“There are many boys who have no 
loving fathers to ‘touch them,’ or whq 
Their 
poor mothers are either sick and cross, 
Or aré so hard at work that they, tou, 
do not have time to be companions to 
their.-boys. Many, many boys have no 
‘ove, no consideration, no care, in other 
words, in thetr poverty they have no 
homelife. Their parents, if they have 
them, have either no disposition or no 
ability to give them the cheer a boy 
needs. 

“Every boy is going to have compan- 
lonship, and if he does not get it at 
home he is going to get away. He is 
not going to be bound by the control 
of a cross, crabbed, tired mother or fa- 
ther. He will go for cheer and com- 
panionship somewhere. The finmst hand 
that gives welcome will largely settle 


the question of his life for good or for. 


ill. He will soon ‘join the gang,’ and 
then these boys will begin a line 
criminal life which may, end in ruin of 
their own lives and of still other boys. 

“The leader of every boys‘ club, such 
as Mr. W. O. Foote and others are en- 
tenprising, is to be the ‘big’ brother,’ not 
the parent, nor boss, of all these boys. 
He does not condemn them, but sug- 
gests to them; he leads them tactfully 
into different thoughts and ways. He 
gets their sympathies, enjoys their 
pranks, laughs and jokes on their level, 
and, as a friend, shows them a worthy 
object for their ‘gang’ to live for and 
work for. 

“Addl of us have doubtless seen 
boys irretrievably lost because 
was vo ‘big brother’ to deftly, uncon- 
Sciously gttiide them. These boys can 
easily be guided if a manly, symypa- 
pheftie man who knows and loves a real 
boy has the chance to get in touch with 
them. 

“George LL. Dorr has had great success 
with his 2,000 boys at Lynn, Mass., and 
because of this W. 0. Foote has asked 
him to come to Atlanta to help save the 
many fine boys running Our streets. NO 
wiser movement could be started, for it 
takes the boys before they are arrested 
and have to go to Mr. Gloer. Mr. Gloer 
has well helped’ many mothers, but he 
has neither the time nor the place ‘o 
handle them, and, besides, he is an of- 
ficer, and so can't be the ‘big brother.’ 

‘Atlanta's boys:are of the best Anglo- 
Saxon blood, and of as fine blood as 
there is in the world, and Atlanta 
should conserve her magnificent asse's, 
and make them into living working cap- 
ital for her future business prosperity.”

Warrenton, Ga., August 22.—(Special.> 


At the Farmers’ Union rally, which took 
place at Beall Springs, in this county, 
today, Hon. Thomas E. Watson was the 
principal speaker. 

The meeting was largely attended by 
members of the Farmers’ Union from 
Warren, Glascock, Jefferson, Washington 
and Hancock counties, Mr. Watson hav- 
ing been invited by officials of the union 
from all these counties to deliver today’s 
address. 

The address followed in a general way 
that delivered by him a few weeks ago 
in McDuffie county, in which he urged 
Organization, end advised al] the farm- 
ers to go into the unlon and to cooper- 


ate in vitalizing the issues of the Ocala 
platform. 

Among other things he said: 

ie Mr. Watson's Address. 

The consular reports, published by 
Our government, are the most interesting 
books that a student of human affairs 
could find.

“In the reports of the consuls who rep- 
resant us abroad, we learn how the peo- 

ie of other countries are getting along. 

n the statistical abstract we learn how 
‘We ourselves are getting along. 

“After considering the condition of the 
masses of the people at home and abroad 
@s disclosed in these official publications 
IJ find it to be a case of ‘pull Dick, pul! 
devil’ as to whether the privileged few 
are -doing worse in Enrope, the land of 
monarchies, or in America, the haven 
of democracy. Both at home and abroad 
the great fact is the same—the itrresist- 
ble machinery of government is being 
used by the beneficiaries of special privi- 
lege to convert to their own use the 
wealth produced by the’ unprivileged 
many. 

“Consider the case of Germany. There 
you see a people who are supposed to be 
intelligent, courageous, educated and ca- 

able of good government. While they 

ave an emperor, they also have the 
ballot. With 'the ballot used wisely, they 
have the power to control the emperor. 
Then can mako just such laws as thev 
want. Once made, these laws have to 
be enforced. While the empire maintains 
an immense army, this army is altogeth- 
er different from ‘the standing armies of 
former times. It is constantly changing 
—new men coming into it to serve their 
time and the older troops going Out as 
their term expires. The officers may con- 
stitute a fixed body of educated military 
men, and this body of officers may grow 
into a caste, but the German army itself 
will always be a people's army, for the 
reason that it is always coming from the 
people and always going back to the peo- 
ple. Every few years the change of men 

the ranks is complete. 

‘Therefore, as I have sald, the laws 
of Germany are bound to reflect the 
opinions and wants of the people, just 
as ours do. German people are just as 
free to vote as we are. if they have 
foolish laws, thev themselves are to 
blame, just as we are to blame if we 
have laws that are foolish. 

“Noy. what are the facts about Ger- 
many, as shown in our consular reports? 

Some Facts About Germany. 


“In that land of free ballot and open 
echool house and compulsory education 
and almost universal capacity to read 
and write—even in that land—the priv- 
flegeq few who run the = government 
have been allowed to make laws which 
have reduced the masses of tne people 
to the eating of horses and dogs. 

“According to the official report of our 
consul at Annaburg, in Saxony, the peo- 
ple of that one state of the German em- 
pire devoured, during the year 1906, 
83,736 dogs. * 

“Tt is not to be supposed that Saxony 
{a fonder of dog.meat than are the 
other parts of Germany—consequently 
{t is fair to assume that in other parts 
of the country an equal consumption of 
dog meat took place. If this be _ so, 
then the enlightened Germans are sup- 
porting with their votes: a system of 
legislation which, for some reason, is 
playing havoc with the dogs. 

“Tf Saxony eats no more than _ her 
whare of qoe meat. the great German 
empire is annually feeding itself on 
ahout 50.000 dogs. 

“a system of government which 
brings about a thing of that sort is 
certainly a ‘ curious phenomenon—and 
atatesmen would do well to give it their 
attention. But that is not all of the 
story. These universally educated Ger- 
mans are also devouring their horses. 
The consular reports show that horse 
meat {!s regularly sold in the markets, 
and that the vearly number of horses 
butchered for food purposes {s 200,000. 

“Think of it, statesmen! 0 think of it, 
you men of the masses! The hest edu- 
cated people in the world—veopl whose 
institutions are being copied throngh- 
out the world, people who for ages have 
had the best teaching of Catholocism 
and of Protestantism, neople who pro- 
duced atatesmen like Stein and Bis- 
marck and Frederick the Great-——these 
people, with 2 free ballot fn their hands. 
go to the polls and vote for laws which 
pit them to eating horses and dogs!

‘No quarter’ is its terrible watchword, 
and beside its yearly piles of slaughtered 
men, women and children the bloody har- 
vest of Gettysburg seems insignificant. 
And you are to blame for it. 

“You could have voted for good laws, 
instead of tbad; good men, instead of bad; 
prudent. economical administration, in- 
stead of the maddest extravagance and 
waste in national and state affairs. 

‘But you are going to do better in the 
future... God grant it! You couldn’t do 
much worse if you tried. 

“Well, what are you going to do? Or- 
ganize, build warehouses, establish news- 
papers, send out speakers, fix the price 
of what we sell and so forth. 

“All of that sounds well. But, look 
here! suppose while you are fixing the 
price of what you sell the other fellow 
is fixing the price of what you buy—how 
about that? Can he not slide his figures 
up as fast ag you slide yours? Fifteen 
cents for cotton and a dollar or two 
for wheat are refreshing, but suppose 
we have to pay more for all we buy, in 
proportion to the advanced price of cot- 
ton and wheat? In that case, we move 
about a good deal. but we don’t go any- 
where. We are active, but not progres- 
sive. Like mules in the old-fashioned 
gin, we walk all dey, but we don't travel, 
and, when night comes, our path is beat- 
en into a very nice circle, but some 
other fellow has gotten away with the 
lint. We are the mules, mighty patient 
mules at that; and we keep going round 
and round, all the days of our lives, and 
we are thankful when the horn blows 
for dinner, just as the mules used to be. 

“As a class, We get just wnat the mules 
got—regular feed in return for pulling 
the machinery which turng out wealth 
for our masters. 

“No ginhouse that was ever bullt was 
put together with a stronger purpose {oO 
benefit the owner of the mules—him, and 
not the mules!—than was our system of 
clas@ legislation constructed for the defi- 
nite purpose of enaoling the beneficiaries 


into 


rich at the @xpense of the agricultural 
classes, 

‘Leave this class legislation like it is, 
and your Farmers’ Union will be like the 
quack dector who tries to cure impure 
blood by putting salve on the sores. 

“Never in the world will our govern- 
mental system restore normal and happy 
conditions to our people until we are 
given constitutional treatment. We mu&t 
remove the source of the disease. We 
must drive from the body ‘the cause of 
the sickness. 


Iniguitous Class Legislation. 


“What is the cause? 

“It can be summed 
class-legislation. 

“We have legislated in favor of those 
who asked something special, and in 
every case where the government has 
granted a special privilege it has been 
done, necessarily, at the expense of the 
common weal. ‘The government bag noth- 
ing of its own to give away, and there- 
fore when it legisiates in favor of some, 
giving them advantages not possessed by 
all, there ts something gained by those 
who are favored and lost by those not 
favored. 


Equitable Taxation a Necessity. 


“!. An equitable system of national 
taxation is sure!y a prime necessity. 

“Have we got it? No! 

“One of the most extravagant govern- 
ments the worid ever saw is supported 
in its wastefulness by a system of na- 
tional taxation which is almost incred- 
ibly unjust, It does not tax accumu- 
lated wealth. It does not tax large in- 
comes. It does not tax vast landed pos- 
sessions, gorgeous palaces, mines of 
silver and gold, or any other form 
which tangible values take.

“What the government does is to make 
us pay the tax when we bv the neres- 
sarjes of life, and under such a system 
the rich pav less than the poor.

THE LEAGUE 


Republican Leaders in Georgia 
Are Roundly Denounced, 


TOM BLODGETT’S TIRADE 


Urees the League Not to Support 
Walter H. Johnson, Harry Still- 
well Edwards, Judson Lyons, 

J. H. DeVoe and H,. H. 
Rucker=Bishop Tur- 
mer Speaks. 


Joseph Benson Foraker will get the 
Vote of the Georgia delegation to the 
national republican convention, if the 
Republican State League triumphs in 
naming these men at the coming state 
republican convention. 

This much was decided at a rally held 
tabernacle, last 
night, when three thousand negroes, a 
third of whom were women, applauded 
the denunciation of the present office- 
holders of the republican party in Geor- 
gia and gave vocal approval of the 
league's choice for delegates to this con+ 
vention from the state at large. 

These were announced as Bishop Tur- 
ner, Dr. William J. White of Augusta, 
Dr. George B. Washington and Tom 
Blodgett of Atlanta. 

Tom Blodgett Speaks. 

Tom Blodgett, the first speaker, and 
chainman of the league meeting, was, 
for, a long while, the only white man in 
the méeting, except the newspaper men, 
but was later joined by Dr. White, of 
Augusta, the other candidate for a del- 
egates’ place to the national convention. 

Mr. Blodgett made a speech, in which 
he roundly denounced the republican 
Party leaders in Georgia and begged the 
leaguers to have nothing more to do 
with supporting Postmaster Blodgett. 
Walter H. Johnson, Harry Stillwell Ed- 
. wards, Judson Lyons, J. H. Devoe and 
H. A. Rucker. He declared that these 
officeholders had done nothing for the 
Party, and said: 

“The time has now come to send men 
to the convention who can not be bought 
off with public office.’’ 

He concluded his speech by declaring 
that if the league candidates were 
elected they would see to it there was 
a plank in the republican platform 
which would denounce “this infamous 
negro disfranchisement acts in Ggoargia, 
South Carolina, North Carolina, Alabama 
and Georgia, and compel a return to a 
republican form of state government.” 
He called upon the negroes to rise up 
at the Dallots and defeat the disfran- 
chisement amendment, proposed. 

He was given a rouisng cheer when 
he concluded. 

There were loud cries for Bishop Tur- 
ner, but another speaker was put for- 
ward, and introduced as “The Hon. Dr. 
Heard.”” He was a negro, and called 
upon the negroes to raise a fund to 
test the disfranchisement bill through 
all the courts. He urged them to watch 
the election, and “to put down your 
hoes in those counties which vote for 
disfranchisement, and move into those 
which vote against it. By putting down 
your hoe, you can paralyse the state.’’ 

‘Bishop Turner spoke at length on the 
Subjects of politics, religion and immi- 
gration. He declared that he helped 
Bive the state of Georgia the best con- 
Stitution she ever would get. He referred 
to that of 1877, which, he stated, as a 
member of the convention, he was in- 
Strumental in drawing up. 

He said he was going to stump the 
State in opposition to the disfranchise- 
ment measure, and was going to contest 
it in the courts. He said that the ne- 
gro was left but one. right as a citizen, 
and that was the right to pay taxes. 

Dr. G. P. Washington, of Waycross, 
the other negro candidate for a del- 
egates place, followed in a short speech. 

Dr. White, of Augusta, was the con- 
Cluding speaker. 

It was declared by the organization 
that eight out of the eleven congression- 
al districts in the state would be elected 
to the convention by the league This 
will precipiate the first lively war with- 
in the republican ranks that this state 
has seen in years.

Charley Brown, a negro, who was sen- 
tenced to be hanged at Cordele yester- 
day for the murder of another negro, 
was granted a respite of thirty days by 
Governor Smith, notice of which reached 
the sheriff of Crisp county just in time 
to prevent the execution. 

Attorneys J. T. Jeter and O. T. Gower, 
of Cordele, appeared before he prison 
commigsion yesterday, and stated 
there was some newly discovered evi- 
dence in favor of the condemned man, 
and asked a respite in order that it 
might be investigated. The nature of the 
evidence was such that the commission 
thought it well to comply with the re- 
quest. ; 

+ The commission requested the governor 
to grant a. respite, which was done, This 
was at 10 o'clock, or within a short time 
before the execution was to take place. 
The Western Union Telegraph Company 
was asked if it eould get a life and 
death message to Cordele, in spite of 
the strike, and replied in the affirmative. 
The message was put through all right, 
and the execution was stopped.

SAYS OGLESBY 


He Denies That Short Lines 
Have Been Badly 
Treated. 


President J. W. Oglesby, of the South 
Georgia and West Coast railroad, a line 
77 miles in length, declares that the 
short lines of Georgia are being treated 
fairly and even ‘generously by the larger 
systems of the state. Mr. Oglesby differs 
with those short line men who declare 
that they are being oppressed by the 


big roads. The fact that this alleged 
oppression had heen called to the atten- 
tien of the railroad commission inform- 
ally was chronicled in The Constitution 
Tuesday. 

The South Georgia and West Coats 
extends from Adel, Ga., on the Georgia 
Southern and Fiorida, which is owned 
and controlled by the Southern, to Perry, 
Fla. gt crosses the Atlantic Coast Line 
at Quitman and the Seaboard Air Line 
at Greenville, Fla. Mr. Oglesby declares 
that all these lines treat his road fairly 
and in a communication to The Consti- 
tution says: 

“Editor Constitution: I see in your pa- 
per of Tuesday an article stating that 
the large railroads of Georgia are Op- 
pressing the small ones by refusing to 
pro rate on through shipments and in 
other ways, trying to destroy them. 

“As a general proposition this is un- 
true. While there may be some differ- 
ences in some individual cases between 
some short line and a large one, it is 
mot unusual that such would be the 
case. I am interested in a small line 
wilj has direct connections with the 
Georgia Southern and Florida (which 1s 
owned by the Southern), the Atlantioe 
Coast Line and the Seaboard Air Line, 
the three principal trunk lines in the 
state. These lines are not only fair in 
their dealings with us, Dut they are gen- 
erous, and so far as my line is con- 
cerned it never empects to need the gsér- 
viceg of the commission and its prose- 
cuting attorney to intercede for its pro- 
tection from the unfair treatment of 
the trunk lines, on whom we are abso- 
lutely dependent for equipment and co- 
operation to live and do business at all.

It is the opinion of the ablest and 
foremost men of business affairs that 
there is nothing discouraging in the fi- 
nancial situation. That this feeling in 
certain quarters is the outgrowth of 
avitation and legislation involving cor- 
porations, there can be no question; 
likewise there is no doubt that per- 
scnal fears, not of what has been done 
but what, according to some views, 
night be, has served to exaggerate it 
beyond all due proportions. 

Money invested in sound and stable 
enterprises is just as safe and sure to 
earn a fair dividend today as it was 
two years ago or more. The only 
difference is the people no longer 
propose to permit public service cor- 
porations to pile up earnings on fic- 
titious valuations, and neglect them 
for unearned profits. That is all 
there is to it, and there is nothing 
in the proposition to cause any uneas- 
iness in financial circles, unless it be 
in“that realm of “high finance” where 
profits are made on paper invest- 


In other words, if the property of a 
public service corporation is worth 
$1,000,000, the people do not propose 
that in future this class of companies 
shall issue $2,000,000 or more ,of stock 
upon it, and tax them to pay the divi- 
dends. It is unreasonable, unjust and 
unlawful, but on the other hand the 
public is willing and ready to pay 
that price for service that will give 
such a company a fair return on the 
actual investment.

World story, 
based upon Miss Cain’s interview, that 
is being questioned by her Georgia 
friends is ‘‘that the latest public ser- 
vice achievement of The Free Press 
was the passage of a law to prevent 
cows from roaming at large on the 
streets of Quitman.’’ 

Miss Cain has been editor of The 
Quitman Free Press five years, there- 
fore such a law surely cannot be a re- 


Miss Cain is one of the ablest news- 
paper women in the south, and one. who, 
though she has what might be termed 
& masculine graps of politics and pub- 
Hic matters, has never lost any of the 
Graces of femininity. 

She knows Georgia politics and the 
heroes of Georgia politics as well as 
the average woman knows Mother 
Goese, and the heroes therein, no dis- 
respect being meant by this compari- 
aon. She writes seriously of politics, 
but doesn't take the situation so se- 
riously that she can not see the hu- 
morous side, and sometimes skillfully 
points it out; this to the embarrass- 
ment of her political friends, who can 
be charmed back to good humor when- 
ever they see her pretty, smiling face, 
peeping from under a big flower-trim- 
med hat. . 

When one considers the fact that Miss 
Cain was born and reared in a small

“If Broadway is baffling to the country 
persons, with its lignt breezes, cross cur- 
rents and tossing marcel waves, the 
Wall street, section is very satisfying as 
a truly New York spectacle. The canyon- 
like streete—narrow, high and stony, with 
their streams of humanity, mostly men, 
are all one expects and make a tremen- 
dous appea. to the rural mind fed on 
‘frenzied finance’ and trust cartoons. But 
the very corpulent cartoon trust mag- 
nates must have been aay taking obes- 
ity cures, for I di@ not see anybody on 
Wall street half as fat as some of the 
local magnates at home, and, while it 
was a quiet day in the street, still 
brokers looked more like a lot of irre- 
sponsible school boys than frenzied finan- 
cierg who lived by snatching hard earned 
coin from the farmer's horny hands.
